That ni.ht, the officers 
of the descending inailbofit were informed that 
there were .->me twenty-five barrels of "per- 
mitted" pork on the wharf, and they were 
asked to take iL Under the impression that a 
lawful permit had been giveu, tb u mail boat re- 
ceived the freight and brought it down. Last 
night the Superior received a full freight of the 
same kind of material and brought it tothi. city. 
The Prioress, another steamlxwl, also came 
here with a heavy shipment, *raie of which 
pnr|>orted to liave been purchased by Louis- 
ville merchants. These fact* awakened the 
suspicions of Capt. Z. M. Sherley, the Presi- 
dent of the Mailhoat Line, and he made in-

Death or niu Vtsr.RaBi.r. Danikl Vkrt- 
sr-n,— This loved and venerable citizen died at 
his home in Lexington on the evening of Wed- 
netday last. We elsewhere republish from the 
Lexington Obscrv er a just and fervent tribute 
to hit memory. Nothing from our pen could 
exalt this meed of praise to the noble dead. 
We cannot anna imagine a more exquisite pic- 
ture of mellow and beautiful ( Hd Age than is 
raised by the < Ibserver's touching obituarv . 
An old age thus superb and lorsnb'.e could 
have crowned only a life of virtue and reason. 
It was the complaint of La Rochefoucauld that 
"few people know how to be old: " — a com- 
plaint which Madam de Stacl echoed a century 
and a half later when she declared that "it is 
difficult to grow old gracefully." The obser- 
vation is one which appears to haunt the French 
mind. And if less rexsagruzed amongst our- 
selves it is certainly not less pertinent. Daniel 
Vertner was one of the "few" in all climes and 
age* who ' know how to be old." and who do 
not find it "difficult" to "grow old gracefully." 
Id thi* respect, not the happiest of the venera- 
ble personage* whom Cato in the immortal 
dialogue of Cicero runs over to illustrate "the 
crown and glory ol gray hair." was happier 
than the sage and patriot whose departure we 
lament.

the ttood not frail and tottering but august and 
princely. Hi- head was cb-ar and hit heart 
was fresh to the last. Neither his intellect nor 
hi* sympathies felt the touch of decay. Yet 
both toll -ensihly and displaced in sober beauty 
the ripening touch of years, Kor his was not 
a gay old age, that monster of time. l>ut a 
nobly cbeeiiul one. "There is," Boswell 
Galileo-like, quietly recorded, after patting 
down sutunissivrly one of Johnson » most 
violent rvUmations to the contrary, "a 
serene, solemn, placid old age." Bos- 
well t < overt protest was trn\ and 
never pcrhap* has its truth been exempli- 
fied more impressively and « inningly than in 
the life of Dani-d Vertner. His career on 
earth wes as tranquil and bcncli-ent and as 
full of light and joy as a golden summer day; 
old age w«< but the ri- h and deepening tw ilight 
of hi- glorious course.

And wc are sorry to see that Gen, Beaure- 
gard, who has generally been spoken of as a gen- 
tleman and officer of high prinriple and un- 
sullied honor, hat proved himself capable of 
condescending to the time sort of disgraceful 
conduct. His proclamation to the Virginians, 
issued on the oth inst. , is scarcely better than 
the Mobile Register's annunciation that the U. 
S. troops proclaim an indiscriminate massacre 
of all slaves. Gen. Beauregard, speaking of 
the 1'. Il armies in Virginia, says: "All rule* 
of civilized warfare ore abandoned, and they 
proclaim by their acts, if not by their banners, 
that their war-cry is litnuty and liootif." Gen. 
Beauregard, in saying this, is guilty of false- 
hood. He shows that he is a miscreant. It 
hat been said that a few of the Fire Zouaves, 
after the capture of Alexandria, undertook to 
commit acts of lawlessness, but they were 
promptly arrcsVcd and punished, and nothing 
of the kind has been heard of since. Surely in 
no war of modern time* hat more moderation, 
more forbearance, been exhibited than by the 
armies of the R-public in the present war. 
We have not seen a solitary record of any attempt 
at barbarity or outrage except in the case just 
mentioned, and even in that case no lawless act 
was consummated. We do not believe that 
more homane, more high-sonled military offi- 
cers live than Gen. Scott, Gen. Man'nield, 
Gen. Butler, and Gen. MrClellan. Their 
bearing, under all circumstance*, baa ever been 
marked, and ever will be, with the most knight- 
ly chivalry.

In her, dis- 
loyalty to the nation is not only wickedness- 
it i< folly. The same general state of case, 
though for reasons in some respects different, 
exists with regard to Missouri.

If the South 
is to become a separate nation, it is equally 
ioqiossihle fjr the United States to give up the 
militar y p< nit ion — one of the strongest in the 
world — covered by the mouths of the < )'oio and 
Missoeri rivers. The position of Missouri is 
central, and unspeakably powerful and impor- 
tan', as a member of the P.deral Union: and 
there is no degrue of wealth, power, and in- 
fluence, to which she may not attain, if the 
Union is maintained. So that her own inter- 
est, in every conceivable way, pointa to the 
s.v.,< pr v. it: -r. «! i ' the absolute necessi- 
ties of tlie nation will secure for her, if she 
continues loyal to it. To us, we admit, this 
a hole affair of secession has 
in thia— that all the rcasoi 
alleged as a justification, or 
for tbe course which the revolt haa taken, 
have appeared to us so totally dispror lortionc d 
to the conduct they professed to explain; that 
we have felt -s if there must be other grounds, 
aa yet concealed from the public, upon which 
men of sense and honor pursued a line of con- 
duct, a; parcntly so monstrous, at compared 
with all the known defence* of it. We regret 
to nay that the secessionist* in Missouri, and 
we must add, though perhaps in a less degree,

The position of K?n:ucky, the only re- 
maining Border Slave State, is historically at 
the head of the class of rvw States carved out 
of old ones, l roro her birth as tho first Statu 
added, nearly seventy years ago, to the origin- 
al thirteen, her whole career has been h.arkeJ 
by the noble «|ualitias of \ irgicit, at that pe- 
riod, and before, and long after, aud which 
shone, with paculiar lustre, in the loundcrs ot 
tht voung Commonwealth. And we confi- 
dently predict, that let Virginia falurand fall, 
as sbe may, her daughter will maintain her 
loyalty to the good, and will reject the evil, in 
her example. IL-hold an example and a proo:: 
Virginia asked ber to meet her in counsel to 
/.rrservt the Union: meant 'tne, Virginia sud- 

of 

to destroy the Untsn. Kentucky hav- 
ing accepted the former counsel and invitation, 
went on totally regardless of the subsequent 
madnes- — elected ber commissioners without 
opposition, and by the largest popular rote she 
ever gave to any proposition— and kept the ap- 
pointed day. There is, in fact, but one inter- 
nal [icril hanging over Kentucky. The exec- 
utive power of the State, and the command of 
ber military force, is in the hands of a Govern- 
or — having yet two years to serve — who is to- 
tally out of sympathy with the great ma - of 
the people, and alio has used the influence of 
his office, and all it* power, in a direction, and 
towards an end, hateful to the bulk of those 
whose Governor he is. ll Mr. Magofiin was 
a loyal Union man, the whole internal 
difficulty of Kentucky would terminate in a 
week: unless the secession minority should be 
msd enough to take up arms, and call in Con- 
federate troops; in which case, of course, un- 
less Kentucky should instantly suppress thtm, 
she would become one of the theatres of the 
war. That event may happen. It is believed 
by many to be highly probable, under present 
circumstances. Situated as the State is, it is 
a contingency which is constantly impending: 
and to meet which, if it should happen, there 
is no way but by arms. The very plainest 
duty of the Union men of Kentucky, there- 
fore, for months past, has been to arm and or- 
ganize themselves, to the very last man, and 
in tbe most c ff.-ctual manner, and in the short- 
est possible time. We desire, from the bottom 
of our heart, that Governor Magc flin, and the 
party with which he acts, may be content to 
guide their conduct by law, and in obedience 
to the known will of the |«oplc of Kentucky ; 
and that by so doing, he may keep the calam. 
ities of war from desolating the State. But if 
he and hi* party will not do this, or cannot do 
it — upon both of which point* there is 
a deep and wide distrust in the public 
mind — then he and they must take 
the responsibility of all that may follow. 
And he and they both well know that the peo- 
ple of Kentucky will not submit to the despo- 
tism of the Confederate Suites — will not allow 
of a» reign of terror- -will not tolerate revolu- 
tionary committees — will not tamely submit to 
injuries, insults, oppression*, or usurpations of 
any kind— and will not give np their loyalty to 
the American nation, or their place in the 
American Union. Tbe mass of the pecple of 
Kentucky sioeercly desire tbe restoration of 
the entire Union: they strongly disapprove of 
the whole course of the secessionists from the 
beginning: they believe, at the same time, that 
the whole South has had great cause of dissat- 
isfaction—and they do not feel tree to take 
part in the war against the Confederate State*, 
nor will they take part against the Federal 
Government, which, however they may dis- 
approve cf it. or iu acts, they recognize as the 
representative of the nation of which they are. 
a loyal part, and the chief executive authority 
under that Constitution which h the supreme 
law. What they desire and propose, there- 
fore, is to take no part in this war: and by 
this means they intend— in the first place, to 
express the true state of their feelings; in 
the second place, to occupy a position in 
which, as a mediator, they u —. as soon and 
as often a* occasion cfl^rs. do all in their 
power to restore peace and Union, if that tc 
possible; and in the third place, to prescne 
themselves and their State from the horrors of 
a conflict which they did all they could to pre- 
vent, which they cannot engage in with a good 
will, end which, in tbe divided state of opinion 
than it amongst her people, and by reason of her gc- 
t upon J ographical position, would probably be ruinous 
to the State, by means of her becoming active- 
ly engaged in it. 

7. Such we believe to be the existing state 
of opinion and affairs in Kentucky. With 
regard to it, we will make but two general re- 
marks. The first is, that in our ludgmcnt 
the state of opinion in Kentucky is chiefly 
characterized by the public mind being torn by 
conflicting principles and passions, often work- 
ing even in tbe same uiind, in op|iositc direc- 
tions—and, as the general result, begetting a 
decided popular reluctance to any violent 
measures, or any extreme courses, or any irre- 
coverable step; but that the tendency of opin- 
ion ha* been constant and rapid in favor of the 
I nion; and that, at every period, and especial- 
ly at present, the number of persons who w ould 
vote to take Kentucky out of the Union is a 
comparatively small portion of the people- 
made dangerous by their violence, their activ- 
ity, their organization, their being extensive- 
ly armed, their good understanding with the 
secession leaders and military ofl u«, aud 
their sympathy with the chief executive and 
military authorities ia the Commonwealth. 
The second remark wc have to make is, tha" 
the same wise and lofty forbearance manifested 
by the General Government towards Mary- 
land, and we will add towards Missouri, will 
be m»nif«sted, there is every reason tolclievc, 
toward* Kentucky, in the high but unusual 
position sbe has felt it to by ber duty to as- 
sume. In the case of Kentucky— and wc may 
add Missouri— this conduct of the President, 
which those Stat.-, certainly should applaud, 
and which would give them peace at once, if 
it were imitated by the Confederate Govern- 
ment, is extremely significant; as it seems to 
indicate that, in his opiuion, the neutral and 
yet loyal position of these two great central 
State*, may, in certain highly probable events 
of the war, be turned to great advantage, in 
that complete restoration of the Union, which 
the loyal citizens of both of those States ar- 
dently 

VII. 

There remain many topic of great import, 
ancc and significance, concerning which wc 
have said nothing. And yet the numlier and 
the magnitude of those wc have attempted to 
elucidate, comjiared with the narrowness of the 
space tbey occupy, might indicate that our er- 
ror may rather be in attempting too much, 
than in not attempting more. The v, hole sub- 
ject is one, of which we never think seriously, 
without profound astonishment and anguish: 
about which »e have never written a lino with- 
out attempting to exerri.se the severest recti- 
tude, as if we were speaking in the face of an- 
other generation. Thii ci\il war is a terrible 
portent. All civilized nations regard it with 
and posterity will be obliged to pro- 
it an inconceivable outrage upon the

»5bT< »ur old friend of the Frankfort Yeoman, 
who, in his good-natured mood*, is as waggish 
as a mastiff « tail, gels so mad at us for laugh- 
ing at that sacred personage, his super- Excel- 
lency Gov.

And, for sev- 
eral weeks, whenever we thought be deserved 
a good scare, we gave him one. But finally 
wc wrote to a member of the Senate at Frank- 
fort, tl.at we never saw the Governor'* reply; 
and then hi* Excellency, hearing how the 
thing was, suddenly bri*tlcd up and bravely 
instructed his editor to demand of us to publish 
his rr/ilj/. Now his editor is shocked at us for 
calling this "particularly funny," but, if it 
isn't, wc don't believe there is any particular 
fun or any general fun in this very dismal 
world, and en may a* well draw down the 
comers of tlicir mouths bow- fash ion, and let 
them grow so. 

But the editor give this thing a very tragic 
character. It seems that wc, by bantering 
his Excellency with that question, came very 
near getting him killed. Oh horror! every- 
thing before us at this moment looks red. We 
expwt we shall see his Excellency* ghost to- 
night with its throat cut. The editor tells the 
world, that, by reason of cur question as to 
whether we might publish— if we could— his 
Exe-elleney l reply to the Southern Secretary - 
of- War, "many wicked writers" addressed 
"many wicked letters" to his Excellency, 
threatening his Excellency's life. All this 
was very dreadful to be sure, but, if his Excel- 
lency's valuable: life was in such deadly peril, 
we should like to know why his Excellency 
was so cruelly unjust to the world and the dis- 
union party, especially the disunion party, as 
to withhold his consent to our publication of 
his reply for several weeks and until he learned 
from our own declaration that we hadn't his 
reply to publish. Does anybody think that his 
Excellency, if he hadn't supposed us to be in 
possession of his reply, and if he hadn't

I rsceiv d a telegraphic note, dated Montgoms- 
, and signsd S P. Walker, Secretary of 
In that note Mr. Walker expressed "the 
belief, &c , that our pecpla were prepared to unit* 
in repelling the common enemy of th* South, 
and rr<|ue*'ed me to send one regiment to Har- 
per's Ferry without delay. I promptly, and in 
the fewes' words, declined to comply with th* re- 
quest. Manifr-stlv I could have muds no other 
reply. • * • Tha note* were interchanged 
daring my visit to Louisville, were not held to be 
of an official character, and no copies were pre- 
served. 

How far this comports with the declaration 
of his Excellency's editor that bis Excellency 
never addressed an answer to Secretary Walk- 
er or any other functionary of the Confederate 
Slates, every reader can judge for himself, 
t »ur own opinion is, that, if tho really able 
editor of the Yeoman would talk a little less 
about "respectable journalism" and do a little 
more of it, his readers would be great gainers 
thereby. 

CaT-Gencral Beauregard, in his proclamation 

of the Ml inst., spoke of the abolition hosts

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CJTlt appears that a man in lllinoi-, rcruit- 
ly engaged in raising and organizing troops 
for the Southern G jvernmcnt, has been ar- 
rested and is to take his trial for treason. 
Several such trials, we understand, are on foot 
in Pennsylvania and Maryland. A good 
many are talked of in New York. Certainly 
the U. S. Government is as well worth pro- 
tecting against traitors in the unsceeding 
States as against insurgents in the seceding 
ones. Our opponents call loudly for the strict 
enforcement of the law*. Let them have it, 
though it choke them.

Th* original of this letter is now in the hand* 
of Gov. Harris. Several previous letters have 
also been intercepted. 

Probably the letter given as Mr. Lawrence - 
is genuine. It was written three weeks bcfoic 
Tennessee voted to secede. Nothing improper 
is apparent on the face of tbe transaction. 
There were many legitimate purpose* for 
which the Union men of East Tennessee need- 
ed money, and more of it than they could 
command at home. They had a right to ask 
it from their Union friends elsewhere, and the 
latter had a right to bestow it. When did it 
become treason for Union men, iu the midst 
of their struggles against violent and infuri- 
ated opponents in one State, to obtain money 
from Union men iu another State? Who that 
is now a secessionist thought that John C. 
Breckinridge should be indicted for treason 
when in I S.~>3, as was shown by one of his own 
political friends in Congress, he obtained money 
from New York city to carry his election 
against Gov. Letchei? 

If the Union men cf East Tennessee needed, 
as they certainly did, money to arm them- 
selves for sell-defence, they did right to ask for 

and to accept it. Self defence is not trea- 
son, and we hope the day is distant when it 
can be punished as treason. There is nothing 
in the Boston letter inculpating Andrew John- 
son, but the mail robbery, through which it 
fell into the hands of the Richmond disunion- 
ists, was an atrocious crime, just such a crime 
as criminals have gone to the penitentiary for 
and as criminals will go to the penitentiary 
for again. Virginia at tho time did not pre- 
tend to have seceded from the Union, the U. 
S. Government was performing regular mail 
service throughout all her territory, and that 
robbery of the Postoffiee was a deed for which 
the Virginia functionaries may yet have to 
atone by hard labor in the public service.

•9-Evils are often blessings in disguise. It 
may be that the present struggle was inevita- 
ble at some period of our history, and ha; pens 
now more fortunately than it could hap- 
pen at a later time. This view is at any 
rate worthy of consideration. Optimism is 
sometimes the highest wisdom. When we 
glance at a map of this continent, says a 
Southern contemporary, and consider how 
►parse a |iopulation, comparatively, is a* yet 
distributed from the old States to those located 
on the Mississippi and its tributaries — when 
we know that with its wonderful fertility and 
its magnificent resources of timber, and coal, 
and iron, and navigable waters, it might siis- 
ta : n a population an hundred fold larger 
throughout the greater extent— when, in con- 
nection with all these things, the mind reaches 
forward a century to what it may then attain 
to in the Providence of God, if reserved as the 
great theatre of constitutional government — 
even the present threatened contest is d*arfed 
in its proportions, except as it bears upon the 
future of this mighty land, whose destinies are 
bound up in the result. 

"What are our woes and sufferings!" was 
the exclamation of him who contemplated 
amongst the ruins of the Coliseum what Rome 
had /'tin; and may we not respect the senti- 
ment when we think what may be onr futui rj 
—when wc compare the present with the great 
hereafter which seems to stretch away in end- 
less and grand perspective beyond the fearful 
scenes which to-day command our rapt atten- 
tion? Should we not think in all wc are doing 
now of those who arc to come after us, and 
should we grieve too deeply because, whilst 
there is a chance yet left for the triumph of 
constitutional government, the issue, fearful 
though it may be, was forced upon this genera- 
tion? 

In our preparations for the impending con- 
flict—in our marshalling of embattled host*, 
brigades, and division*, possibly our hundreds 
of thousands in a single field — we should re- 
member that, great as they seem to us now, 
these may yet bear only trilling proportions to 
the mighty armies » hose battles we maybe 
fighting Aa//' a century in adcame. And who 
that believes in our yet fortunate destiny 
as a great and free and united people, will 
quarrel with the decrees of Heaven which may 
have been given us, whilst there wag time, a 
ehanec to settle these great questions forever; 

Had thc-a difficulties been postponed — had 
we still cried "peace! peace! when there was 
no peace"'— had wc raked up in ashes "these 
smouldering tires— mj might have been spared 
the terrible struggle close at hand, and out of 
which once more in the history of the world 
constitutional government may emerge with 
renewed strength, though bathed in blood. 

In view of all this let us not, in confronting 
the realities of our present position, regret 
that the alleged discovery of the doctrine of 
secession— the power of self-destruction in a 
Constitution — has been advanced in our time. 
To-day, it looks comparatively manageable 
Nominally, to-day, wc have a population one 
in language, and differing but slightly in po- 
litical sentiment, distributed from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. Let the question be settled 
now, whilat wc are not too mighty for the ex- 
periment, which, a half century hence, might 
crush conatitutional liberty by its mere weight, 
and be the destruction of public liberty on this 
continent to the end of time. 



*»-Mr. Russell, the eminent 
of the London Times, who bas just returned 
from the South where everybody seemed anx- 
ious to make the best possible impression upon 
him, charge* that his letters from that section, 
after being deposited in the postofiicea, were 
changed, and some of them suppressed alto- 
gether. 

The laws against the violation of the mail., 
in the Confjderate States are as severe as the 
laws against the same crime in the United 
State*, but they are defied every day. Proba- 
bly there is not an important postotlice in the 
whole South, Tennessee included, where post- 
office robbery is not frequent. Moreover the 
crime seems to be tolerated by public opinion. 
This is a miserable state of things. 



C*"We apprehend that a little paragraph in 
the Journal did our y oung friend John Young 
Brown some injustice. His withdrawal from 
the canvass for Congress in bis district does 
not seem to have been required by public senti- 
ment. We are not sure that we fully under- 
stand his present position upon the Union 
question.

Tios. — The National Intc'ligencer give* sonic 
interestiug reminiscence* and facts in relation 
ro this matter. We all know that the several 
Ssoathern Stat? Conventions, when adopting 
their secession ordinances, avowedly rested the 
movement cV.iefly upon au apprehension that 
the institution of slavery would not be safe in 
the United States during the Administration 
of Mr. Lincoln. Unquestionably this was but 
a mere pretext, for tbe political character of 
Congress and the well known views of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court were such as to 
put all fear of an unconstitutional or illegal 
interference with slavery out of the question. 
Still the mm 'deration was urged quite as vehe- 
mently as it i >uld possibly have been had there 
been just Icr.ndation for it. The Alabama 
Convention held this doctrine: 

W her*** th* election of Abraham Lincoln and 
Hannibal Hamlin to tha office of President and 
Vice President of the I'nited State* of America 
by- a sectional party avowedly hostile to th* do- 
mestic institutions and peace and security of tb* 
people of the State of Alabama, &c: therefore — 

Be it declared and ordained hy tke penple nf the 
State <■/ .|/.iA.t-/i.i s* f«amtm oMMmbled, That 
the State of Alabama now withdraws from tha 
Union known as the MM States of America, 
&c. 

The Convention of Texas adopted a similar 
preamble, reciting, among other grounds of 
secession, the following: 

Whereas th. action of the Northern Stat** of 
the I nion is violative of las) compact between 
the States and the guaranties of tb* Constitution; 
and whereas the recent developments in Ktderal 
affairs mak* it evident that tbe power of the Fed- 
eral Government i* sought to be made a weapon 
wilb which to strikedown the interestsand pros- 
perity of the people r,t T*x»* and her sister slave- 
holding States, instead of permitting it to be, aa 
was intended, our shield against outrage and ag- 
gression: therefore -- 

We, tbe people of t he Statu of Texas, bv a*U- 
gate* in Convention assembled, do declare and or- 
dain, 4Va> 

The attentive observer af cuircnt events 
cannot have failed to remark the signal falsi- 
fication whieh such sinister misgivings have 
received, even during the state of hostilities so- 
perinduced by the secession movement, lliforc 
the outbreak of the war the fugitive slave law 
was efficiently enforced by the ci.il authorities 
of the present Administration, and since the 
commencement of military movements tbe 
commanders of the Federal forces seem to have 
vied with each other in repelling all suspicions 
of an unfriendly purjiosc towards the pc> uliar 
dotr.es; . institutions of the Southern State*. 

Hardly had the troop* of New York and 
Massachusetts landed on the soil of Maryland 
before they were called to "take position'' upon 
this delicate subject; and every reader remem- 
bers how prompt Major-General Butler was to 
offer his command for the suppression of a 
slave insurrection, the rumor of which reached 
Annapolis soon after his arrival at that place; 
and, his proceeding under this head having 
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of Massachusetts, he defended his determination 
a* follows: 

I appreciate fully your Excellency's suggestion 
as to the inherent weaknea* of tbe rebels, arising 
from the prepouderai ee ot their **rvil* pupala- 

tion. Th* i|uestion then is, io what manner 
shall w* t. k< advantage of that weakness? Bv 
allowing and of course arming that population to 
rise upon the dsteocelasa women and children of 
tbe country, carrying rapine arson, and mur- 
der— all the horror* of San Domingo a million 
times magniliod— among those whom w* bops to 
reunite with us as brethren, many of whom are 
already so, and all who are worth preserving will 
lie, when this horrible madness -h ill have pissed 
away or be threshed out of them? Woull jour 
Excellency advise tb* troop* under my command 
to mak* war iu person upon th* "defenceless 
women and children of any part of th* Union, 
accompanied with brutalities too horrible to be 
named? You will *av, "God forbid! ' Ifwainav 
not do so in per -on. shall w* arm others so to do 
over whom we can have no restraint, exercise no 
Control, and wbo, when ouca tbsy hay* tasted 
blood, may turn the very arms we put in their 
bands against our-elvas, a* a part of th* oppress- 
ing white race? Tbe reading of history so fa 
milior to y our KxcelUnry will tall you tb* 
bitterest cause of complaint which our father* 
had against (ireat Britain in the war if the Rev 
ulution was th* arming by th* British Ministry 
of lb* red man with the tomahawk and tb* 
scalping knife igiinat th* women and children 
of the colonies, so that th* phra**, '-May we not 
use all tb* mean* which God and nature hav* 
put in our power to eubjugate the colonies?" haa 
passed into a letrend of infamy against tb* leader 
of that Ministry who used it in Parliament. 

The proclamation made by Major General 
McClclIan to the people of Western Virginia 
is equally explicit on this point, as will be seen 
in the following extract: 

I have ordered troop* to cros* the river. They 
corneas your friends and brothers — as enemies 
only to armed rebels, who are preying npon you. 
Your bom**, your families, and your property ar* 
safe under our protection. All voor rUrhrs shall 
be religiously reepected, notnithsta'iding all that 
has bean said by lb* traitors to induce vou to be- 
lief* our advent among you will b* signalized bv 
an interference with vour slaves. Und*r*tand on* 
thing clearly: Not only will w* abstain from all 
sucb interference, but we will, on the contrary, 
wilb an iron band crush any attempt at insurrec- 
tion on their part. 

And Major General Patterson, commanding 
the Department of Pennsylvania, holds the 
same language in his recent address to the 
troops under his onbrs. Under date of June 
II he says: 

Y ou *re going on American soil to sustain the 
civil power, to reliev* tbe oppressed, and to re 
take that which is unlawfully beld. 

Y'»u tnu«: bear in mind you are going fir th* 
goes! of the whole country, and that, whlie it is 
your duty to pur.i«b sedition, you must protect 
th* loyal, and, th-mld occasion "i'er, at once sup- 
press semlt inmrrtctton. 

The disposition that should be made of the 
fugitive slaves who escape within the fortifica- 
tions or entrenchments of the Federal troop* 
undoubtedly presented to the Government an 
embarrassing question; but it is difficult to say 
how it could have been arranged more pru- 
dently than has been done in directing as fol- 
lows. Wc quote from the late reply of Mr. 
Secretary Cameron to M*jor General Butler: 

Whil* you will permit rto interference liu tic 
perfnts under js«r commind with the rtla'ions of 
persons ht.'tl M srrcice umler the laics of any Slate, 
you wid. on the olhei hand, *o long as any 
State within which your military operations ar* 
couductad is under the control of *rmed com- 
binations, refiain from <urrer.dering to alleged 
ma ter, any pervins who may come within your 
line*. You »ill employ such persons in the ser- 
vice* to which lh«v m'syr h* best adapted, it*rp- 
ing an account of the lo/ior Ay them performed, of 
tke ralue of i>, and the tJ puses of their main- 
tenance. Th* question of their final disposi'ion 
will lie reserved for future determination. 

We think it will bo admitted, in view of 
sueli 'a -N, that the war now waging isccrtain- 
ly not directed against slavery, and that the 
Government has not shown tint "hostility" to 
thia domestic institution whieh the Conven- 
tion ot Alabama professed to apprehend.

2,000, amongst them 1,500 South Carolinians, 
two full regiment* from LouUUna, and one from 
Georgia. The three Us*, have been to much uis 
satisfied with their treatment and probable desti 
nv that Howell Cobb, who has two sons in tbe 
Georgia regiment, had to be sent for from Rich 
mcud to address tbem. He bade them be cf good 
courage, and pledgod his honor that within three 
month* the Confederate armv would not onlv oc- 
cupy Washington but would have subdued the 
entire I'nion forces of the North. 

These men also say that the rebel leaders will 
force through a bloody war and persist in their 
treason to tbe end.
